TO CANADA FROM ENGLAND 


London, England, July 15.—One of 
the strangest shipments ever convey- 
ed by the Canadian National Express 
from England to Canada was forty- 
four ‘boxes of pine moth ‘borers all in. 
the cocoon stage. The larvae are car- 
rying with them a parasite with 
which they were infected by the Im- 
perial Institute of Entomology at 
Farnham Royal, England, and it is 
this parasite which is of the greatest 
importance, as it is the intention to 
have these parasites and their pro- 
geny transfer themselves to the Can-! 
dian relatives of the pine moth borer, 
to the benefit of pine trees in the Do- 
minion. The larvae of the pine moth 
borer bores into and feeds on the;

Condition of the wheat 
crop is shown to ibe about 10 per cent 
under the last report issued June 30.

‘Alberta 71 per cent of norma] com- 


pared to 97 per cent a year ago. Nine- 
ty-one per cent is reported headed in 
Manitoba, 67 per cent in Saskatche- 
wan and 54 per cent in Alberta. 


Since the last report, approximately 
15,000,000 acres in the three prairie 
provinces show deterioration ‘to below 
65 per cent in condition, but some 
districts, totalling approximately 4- 
000,000 acres, report over 90 per vent 
condition. 

Rainfall in Alberta weighted for 
wheat. ‘between April and July 10, 
was 80 per cent of normal; in Sag- 
katchewan 101 per cent and Mani- 
toba 47 per cent, but the report 
states, despite this condition, the 
average wheat plant in western 
Canada contains elsg than the nor- 
mal number of spikelets, hence of 
‘kernels. Drouth in June 
is blamed for this conidition.

But in Russia today it is well to 
look beneath the external aspect of 
things remembering that the prole- 
tarian revoluton. was not merely a 
transfer of authority from one class 
to another, ‘but a terrific upheaval in 
all fields of life, as a result of which 
the traditions of centuries of feudal 
and semli-feudal rule were tumbled 


Therefore, although outwardly the 
Kharkov sprison has remained intact, 
the life which goes on inside it is very 
different from the life of 16 years ago.

created. 

Watch the man with the lunch box 
going home from his work in some 
gigantic plant. He has toiled faith- 
fully and long; his family is growing 
up; his temples are grey; he has been 
a patient, steady, intelligent worker 
for some other man. 

Does he go at night with his lunch 
box to one of these beautiful homes 
on the prominent street? Does _ his 
wife sgreet him from a beautiful and 
valuable domicile? 

No; he goes to a lowly, cheap 
dwelling down a back street next to 
the railroad tracks, the warehouses 
and the slums. Not one in a thous- 
and of these patient workers who ac- 
tually produce the wealth of the coun- 
try. enjoy its benefits and emoluments. 

So much for the city worker. The 
country producer, the farmer, is in 
the same plight. He may put on a 
bold front and boast of his fine farm, 
his very own home, ‘but the statistics 
of the country show that very, very 
few of these boastful boy in overalls, 
really owns his home, The accursed 
shadow of the mortgage falls across 
his threshold; a bitterly impossible 
land contract lasts longer than the 
span of the longest life, throttles him 
and makes him a helpless slave to our

PRUNING TOMATOES 


Several methods of handling grow- 
ing tomato plants are commonly prac- 
tised. The plants, broadly gpeaking, 
are allowed to trail on the ground with 
three or four main branches forming, 
or they are trained to stakes by tying. 
Under either system the amount of! 
vegetative growth allowed to develop 
is. optional, Under the majority of 
conditions, some pruning is of advant- 
age, The average tomato plant, when 
allowed to develop normally, branches 
out considerably, and, in any system 
of pruning wheré growth is curtailed, 
teh young shoots ‘arising from the ax- 
ils of leaves should he cut out. It is 
necessary! to repeat this operation sev- 
eral times during the growing season. 
Ths terminal growth is allowed to 
develop and by this means plants can- 
‘be trained to one or more main ‘bran- 
ches which, when tied to stakes, grow 
four or five feet high. 


CHOLERA INFANTUM 


(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 

More than ten per cent of all hu- 
man beings die during the first year 
of life. The majority of these deaths 
are due to diseases of the digestive 
system. Of these, the most serious is 
cholera infantum, which reaches _ its 
height during the month of July. 

The disease is of infectious origin 
and generally has its ‘beginning ir 
an attack of acute indigestion, itself 
a result of dietetic errors and faulty 
hygiene. 

Prevention Our Only Hope 

Inasmuch as two of every three 
infants suffering from cholera _in- 
fantum die, and since its treatment 
is so extremely ‘unsatisfactory, our 
only hope of successfully ~ fighting 
the disease lies in its prevention. 

Summer complaint rarely occurs 
in a previously healthy infant and 
teething seldom causes this or any 
other form of diarrhea. But let a 
child have some _ intestinal disorder 
that is not promptly corrected, and 
in six hours it fs at death’s door. 
The disease kills quickly.

ALTERING WAR MEMORIAL 


Canada's national war memorial is 
being altered in accordance with sug- 
gestions of the Prime Minister, it is 
learned. The memorial stood in Hyde 
Park, London, England, for about a 
year, but has now gone back to the 
March Borthers’ studio for changing 
When completed the memorial will ‘be 
brought to Canada, although a_ site 
has yet to be definitely selected. 

Instructions issued by Premier 
Bennett for the alterations to be 
made to Canada’g national war me- 
morial were made at the request of 
the officials of the Department of 
Public Works and were designed <o 
eliminate a curious anomaly that 
had developed in the construction 
of the memorial. The general theme 


of the — sculptured group is the 
passage of uniformed figures 


through an arch, In the rear, and 
just entering the arch, is a gun 
limber, However, as the memoria 
had developed, it was noted the 
limber was so placed that it would 
have itbeen utterly impossible’ for It 
to pass through the arch. 

This defect is tbeing remedied by 
the simple process’ of enlarging 
the arch. To do so, and maintain 
the uniformity and harmony of 
the group, three more figures are 
being inserted.

LAND OWNERSHIP IN CANADA 


During the last two decades there 
has been an increase of 46,325 farms in 
Canada. In the five eastern provinee:. 
there was a total decrease of 51,703 
farms, while there was an increase of 
97.997 farms in the four western pro- 
vinces. 

A gradual shifting from land owa- 
ership toward tenancy is taking place 
in alll provinces except Quebec where 
there {is a slight) increase in lane 
ownership. The shifting to tenancy 
is particularly noticeable in wester: 
provinces. For example, 90.74 per 
cent of the total number of farmers in 
the province of Saskatchewan were in 
the land owner class in 1911, while in 
1951 there were only 66.45 per cent. 
that is a decrease of 24.29 per cent in 
twenty years. 

This may be partly explained by the 
fact that grain growing is better adap- 
ted to farm tenancy than some othe: 
(ypes of farming, and partly by the 
fact that many farmers who go into 


farming with smalkl capital can use it 
to better advantage as working cap- 
ital. Perhaps the more important 


reason, however, is that between these 
two census periods a new generation 
of prospective farmers was created. 
The older operators being desirous of 
shifting their responsibilities were 
able to do so since farming was 7 
relatively satisfactory vocation durin: 
most of this period and since youn: 
men were willing to start in the bus- 
iness. The latter being short of cap- 
ital have in many instances started 
as tenants.

Fancy fed calves of baby 
ibeef quality realized up to $5.00, top 
lightweight butcher steers up to $4.5a 
and best lightweight heifers $4.25. A 
few ancy butcher steers weighing 
around ©1100 tbs. sold Tuesday at 
$4.50, but the extreme: top on steers 
from 1200 lbs. up appeared to be 
$4.25, while the bulk of good to choice 
kinds of this weight sold from $3.50 
to $4.00. Grass cattle are still very 
indifferent sellers, plain. and rough 
heavy kinds being decidedly undesir- 
able. While the best of these offer- 
ings are hard to clear from $3.00 to 
a shade higher, plain to medium steers 
and heifers are generally selling from 
$1.50 to $2.50 according to quality. 
The following are the quotations:

$5.00; fair to medium $3.75 to $4.25; 
good to choice desirable weight dry 
fed steers $4.00 to $4.50; heavy dry 
fed steers $3.75 to $4.25; medium 
steers $3.00 to $3.75; common $1.50 to 
$2.50; good to choice light heifers 
$4.00 to $4.25; fair to medium. $3.00 to 
$3.75; common $1.50 to $2.50; good to 
choice butcher cows $2.25 to $2.50; 
plain to medium $1.25 to $2.00; can- 
ners and cutters 50c to $1.00 and 
bulls $1.00 to $1.50. 

The stocker and feeder trade was 
not, showing much: action due to bulk 
of the offerings being of plain qual- 
ity.

Alberta has received $5,718,056 in 
direct relief expenditure, and $6,- 
482,000 in advances a total of $12,- 
200,000. 

British Columbia thas reecived $8,- 
895,000 in direct relief expenditures, 
$5,312,000 in advances, and $626.000 
in guaranteed loans, a tctal of $14,- 
833,000. 

Saskatchewan’s total is $35,925,000, 
made up of $16,565,000 in direct relief 
expenditures, and $19,360,000 in ad- 
vances to the province, 

In Manitoba the direct relief ex- 
penditures by the federal govern- 
ment were $7440,000, advances to 
the province, $8,000,000 and getar- 
anteed loans, $18,000,000, a total of 
$33,400,000. ve 

The grand total to the four prov- 
inces is $96,398,000.

culture, Edmonton, Saturday, July 15) 

The general crop situation in south- 
ern Alberta has not improved during 
the past two weeks, Scattered show- 
ers have occurred in the southern and 
south-eastern part of the p-ovince but 


these have not been sufficient to over- ! 


come drought and insect dumage pre- 
viously reported. In some of this area, 
particularly in that lying between the 
Coronation branch of the C.P.R. and 
the Red Deer river, crop conditions 
may be regarded as serious. In the 
irrigated districts fairly stisfactory 
conditions prevail but on the dry land 
especially on spring plowing there has 
ibeen severe crop damage due to hot 
dary winds and lack of moisture. In the 
area along the southern boundary 
from Milk River through to Foremost 
and Manyberries there has been con- 


siderable moisture throughout the: 


season so that the crop in this dis- 
trict is in fair condition. Generally 
a@peaking the balance of the territory 
south of Carstairs and Crossfield has 
not received sufficient moisture and as 
a result there will ‘be a short’ crop. 
Throughout north-central and north- 
ern Alberta, reports indicate very sgat- 
isfactory conditions. Frequent show- 
ers have occurred all over this area, 
in some instances amounting to more 
than two inche of precipitation dur- 
ing the past two weeks. 

Reports indicate that the damage 
from grasshoppers and other pests, 
has not been serious. In few instanc- 
es where infestation ‘has ibeen most 


gevere and where drought conditions ' 


have greatly retarded crop’ growth, 
grasshoppers have caused further de- 
terioration. Hail has damaged crops 
in a few small areas but it is general-

CANNING HINTS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The canning season opens in early 
May at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Morden. Asparagus comes 
first. This with other non-acid veget- 
ables as peas and beans, should have 
one teaspoonful of lemon juice added 
to the quart jar to prevent develop- 
ment of botulinus . 

Small beets may ‘be canned far 
vegetables by packing in sterilized 
jars after blanching fifteen minutes 
and skinning, then to 1 quart add 1 
teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon sugar, 1

Tomato juice. one of the newer 
home-canned products, depends large- 
ly on the choice of mildly acid ripe 
tdmatoes for its fine flavor, and upon 
the despatch in handling for its nutri- 
tive value. Stem and core the toma- 
toes, slightly crush, and bring almost 
to the -boil, season. to taste and seal 
in, bottles. or jarg, and (process two 
minutes for bottles and five minutes 
for jars. 

Strawberries retain their color, and 
remain distributed in jars when can- 
ned fy the overnight method. Sim- 
mer for five minutes in syrup (3 cups 
sugar to 2 cups water) leaving un- 
covered overnight. In the morning 
pack in jars and process eight min- 
‘utes. 

Outstanding among the new jellies 
has been that made from Prunus To- 
mentosa, or Nanking Cherry, while 
the underripe Compass Cherry makes 
an excellent product, as also does 
rhubarb if used at the very first of 
the season. White ‘Currants and 
gooseberry rank high for standard 
tart jellies, and Hibernal apple and 
Dolzo crab for mild jelly, the latter 
being colorful. 

In jam making, among the hybrid 
Plums the Red Wing variety stands 
highest while Kaga and Hanska also 
give popular apricot-flavored jam. Tf 
commercial pectin is used! in their 
preparation, more of the natural flav- 
or and color is retained. 

The hybrid plums are best canned 
in the open kettle until the skins are 
tender. The Rosilla crab apple, pack- 
ed and cooked in the jar is a high 
quality product of smooth texture,

GROW MORE ALFALFA 


Alfalfa, according to Dr. E. L. Kirk 
Dominion Agrostologist, is a crop 
which should tbe grown more extens- 
ively than is at present in Western 
Canada. It is rather difficult he says, 
.to understand the slow progress which 
has been made by this crop. In years 
gone iby the high price of seed was a 
serious drawback, but this is no long- 
er the case. The inferior results from 
imported seed have discouraged some 
farmers who have suffered loss 
through winter killing. This should 
no longer deter any one who contem- 
plates growing alfalfa, since there ts 
a surplus of northern grown’ seed 
to be had at reasonable prices. In Dr. 
Kirk's opinion the two most import- 
ant factors in keeping down the acre- 
age of alfalfa are: (1) Improper man- 
agement of the crop, resulting in 
winter injury, and (2) Attempting to 
grow the crop on field# that are poor- 
ly suited for the purpose. Both of 


— 


these have tended to discourage the 
grower after a first or second at- 
tempt . Also the fact must ‘be appre- 
ciated that alfalfa is not adapted to 
nearly as wide a variety of soils as 
some other legumes, for examp.a, 
sweet clover. If alfalfa is seeded only 
on the best parts of the farm, it will 
be the most profitable crop on the 
farm, provided the district is other- 
wise suited for this crop.
